The  bacteriological  work  of  the  District  is  carried  out  for 
the  most  part  by  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  General  Hospital } 
Northampton. 

Water  Analyses  are  carried  out  by  The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories. 
AMBULANCF,  SERVICES 

Those  services  have  been  administered  by  the  County  Council  since 
July  1948.  Both  Ambulance  and  sitting-car  cases  arc  provided  for  conveying 
patients  to  and  from  hospital. 

For  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  the  ambulance  from  the  appropriate 
Isolation  hospital  is  used.

Duo  to  adjustment  in  the  figures  relating  to  the  domestic  supply 
at  Woburn  Sands,  the  total  quantity  of  water  taken  from  the  Birchmoor 
source  is  shown  as  being  throe  million  gallons  loss  than  in  the  previous 
year,  although  consumption  in  the  Southern  Area  generally  rose  by  approx. 

5  million  gallons. 

During  the  year  no  fewer  than  30  bursts  have  occurred  in  the  main, 
probably  accounting  for  a  large  amount  of  the  5  million  gallons  increase. 
This  is  reflected  in  the  higher  consumption  per  capita.

Generally  speaking,  pressure  remained  very  poor  in  the  ’fringe1 
areas  of  the  supply  and  c  unsidorablo  difficulty  is  experienced  in  providing 
adequate  supplies  t  d  the  farms  and  dwellings  which  arc  situated  most  distant 
from  the  res  ervoir.  The  chief  sufferers  in  this  respect  are  at  North 
Crawley,  Astwood  and  Hardnoad,  also  for  very  lengthy  periods,  the  farms  in  the 
Calvorton  area  of  Shonlcy  Church  IDnd.  It  is  hoped  that  the  proposed  link 
witli  the  mains  of  tho  /.mpthill  R.D.G.  at  Moulsoc  will  bring  ab  ut  a  much 
needed  improvement  in  tho  supply  pressure  to  tho  f  ormer  villages  whilst  tho 
present  trouble  at  Shonlcy  Church  end  should  bo  cured  by  the  proposed  link 
with  tho  Bucks  Water  Board  at  Shonlcy  Brook  Slid. 

The  water  pumped  to  this  supply  is  subject  to  periodic  examinations 
of  samples  taken  from  the  source  and  the  following  analysis  is  typical  of  tho 
goner  o.l  whole  same  quality  of  tho  water.

Tho  supply  has  boon  constant  tin’  ugh  out  the  year  although  tho  small 
pumping  sorvico  main  has  at  times  led  to  shortages  in  tho  supply  to  houses 
noar  tho  reservoir  where  tho  pressure  is  lowest.  A  scheme  is  in  the  course 
of  preparation  whereby  it  is  proposed  to  supply  the  village  from  tho  Birchnoor 
Source  by  making  a  mains  extension  from  Woolstone.  The  consumption  figure 
of  4-£  million  gallons  is  about  tho  maximum  that  can  bo  obtained  from  this 
source  and  it  would  appear  that  tho  present  system  is  quite  inadequate  to 
shoulder  tho  further  burden  that  would  be  imposed  by  building  development . 

Throe  bacteriological  examinations  made  have  indicated  satisfactory 

treatment.

Tho  Council  have  under  review  or  in  the  process  of  being 
carried  out, tho  following  s eh ones  : 

BIRCHMOJR  W.TER  3UPFIZ  SCHEME 

In  conjunction  with  the  Ampthill  R.D.C.  .existing,  works  at  the 
Birchnoor  source  are  being  improved  and  a  1 -million  gallon  reserve ir 
constructed.  Those  works  Have  commenced, 

REGIONAL  WATER  SUPPLE  SCHEME 

Tho  Council  have  adopted  proposals  for  the  improvement  of  the 
distribution  of  water  within  their  district.  Tho  Bircbmoor  source  is 
being  enlarged  and  a  trunk  main  is  proposed  to  be  laid  through  tho 
district  from  Bow  Brickhill  to  Hanslope  also  connecting  up  with  tho  Olney 
source  mains  near  Sherington,  Tho  existing  source  at  Olney  will  not 
bo  enlarged.  It  is  considered  that  those  long  torn  proposals  will 

solve  most  of  the  supply  difficulties  within  the  area  and  the  villages  of 
Filgravc,  Tyringham,  Little  Linford  and  Gayhurst  will  bo  givon  a  public 
supply.  The  existing  local  source  at  Haver  shorn  will  bo  abandoned  and  tho 
bulk  supply  from  tho  Newport  Pagnoll  U.D.C.  to  Latlibury  will  eventually 
also  bo  discontinued. 


LINK!  MAIN  WITH  IMP  THILL  MAIN  AT  MOILS  CE 


It  is  probable  that  the  maj  or  Regional  Scheme  will  not  bo  completed 
for  some  years  and  as  a  short  tom  measure  to  improve  tho  supply  in  tho 
north-eastern  area  in  the  villages  of  North  Crawley,  Astwood  and  Hardmoad, 
a  4”  link  is  proposed  with  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  Council's  8”  water 
main  near  Moul see.  -The  water  will  come  from  the  existing  Birchraoor  source. 
Tho  Ministry  have  approved  this  scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  will 
bo  carried  out  during  1952. 


COLD  BRAFIELD  EXTENSION 


A  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  approved,  far  a 
main  extension  to  tho  village.  Pipes  are  on  order. 


GREAT  LINFORD  EXTENSION 

Tho -Council  are  considering  proposals  to  supply  this  village  frxi 
the  .Birchnoor  source  and  the  existing  local  scheme  will  be  abandoned. 

L OUGHT CN  (CELL'  FARM)  EXTENSION 

A  mains  extension  along  tho  Watling  Street  at  Laughton  to  serve 
the  Bucks  County  Council's  smallholdings  is  proposed.

OLNEY  WORKS 


The  defective  pump,  referred  to  in  my  last  report,  has  been 
dismantled,  repaired  and  re -fitted  by  the  makers.  Since  then  the 
Pumping  Station  has  worked  most  efficiently.  Pumping  has  been  kept 
clear  of  peak  demand  periods  for  electricity  and  no  inconvenience  whatever 
has  been  suffered  through  the  cuts. 

Disposal  Works 

These  have  continued  to  work  most  efficiently.  A  good 
effluent  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  bulging  brickwork 
to  the  filters  is  still  holding  and  looks  like  carrying  on  for  another  year 
or  two. 


SHARING  TON  WORKS 

Those  works  have  worked  most  efficiently  and  economically 
throughout  the  year.  A  good  effluent  has  boon  maintained.  The  ohly  expense 
incurred  has  been  for  day  to  day  maintenance  and  the  annual  cleanse. 

WESTON  UNDERWOOD  WORKS 

Those  have  given  a.  good  and  efficient  service  throughout  the  year. 
A  section  of  the  existing  sower,  however,  in  the  High  Street  adjoining  Povers 
Lane  has  been  taken  up  and  re-laid,  and  an  additional  inspection  chamber  has 
boon  constructed  due  to  flooding  in  heavy  rains. 

HAVERSHAM  WORKS 

Those  have  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  No  unforsoen 
expenditure  has  been  incurred. 


MANOR  ESTATE  WORKS 
HAVERSHAM 

These  have  continued  to  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner  since  being 
put  into  proper  working  order. 

The  effluent  ditch  to  both  works  has  been  cleansed  and  a  good 
effluent  has  boon  secured.  It  is  thought,  however,  that  advantage  would 
be  gained  by  diverting  a  rather  larger  amount  of  water  from  the  river  down 
the  ditch  for  flushing  purposes.  I  understand  that  the  Council's  Sanitary 
Inspector  hopes  to  give  this  matter  attention  during  the  coming  year. 

The  principal  advantage  of  this  would  bo  noticed  during  the  periods  of  drought, 

DISTRICT  SEWERS  AND  SEWER  DITCHES 

It  has  been  possible  to  obtain  a  workman  for  cleansing  these 
ditches  by  Direct  Labour  and  satisfactory  progress  has  been  me.de  both  with 
this  work  and  with  minor  repairs  to  the  fences. 

NEW  SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 

The  first  two  of  these  schemes,  via*  Hanslopc  and  Emberton  have 
been  received  fully  revised,  from  Messrs.  Lemon  &  Blizard,  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers.  Further  schemes  are  expected  within  the  next  few 
weeks. 


The  estimated  cost  of  the  works  is  many  times  the  cost  of  the 
original  schemes.  Nevertheless,  it  is  hoped  that  Ministry  approval,  together 
with  promise  of  substantial  grants  will  bo  forthcoming  to  enable  a  start  to 
bo  made  in  1952.

The  essence  of  the so  improvements  is  the 
con  or si on  of  the  present  Dortmund  Tank  to  a  Septic  tank.  But  even  with 
this  improvement  some  system  of  filtration  Would  have  to  bo  installed  in  the 
future . 


MILTON  KEYNES  SEWAGE  SCHEMES 


This  "scheme  has  now  been  completed  and  is  in  operation  but  up 
to  the  end  of  the  year  only  a  few  connections  had  boon  made,  but  the  number 
will  bo  considerably  increased  during  this  year.

SECTION 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

As  usual  I  give  below  the  statistics  referring  to  Infectious 
Disease.  The  outbreaks  of  Poliomyelitis  from  Juno  to  August  and  Measles 
from  January  to  Juno  and  Food  Poisoning  in  December  call  for  special  mention 
and  I  a.ppond  a  few  remarks  on  these  outbreaks. 
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PQLICMHiLITIS 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  this  Disease  during  the  yoo.r.  The  eases 
wore  confined  to  the  Parishes  of  Weston  Underwood  and  Olnoy. 

The  first  case  occurred  in  Weston  Underwood  and  was  notified  to  mo 
on  Juno  29th,  -£ho  patient  war'  taken  ill  on  June  26th  and  was  sent  to  the 
Northampton  General  Hospital  on  Juno  27th  and  was  transferred  to  the  Harboro1 
Road  Hospital.  Here,  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  diagnosed.  On  enquiry 
it  was  found  that  the  patient  attended  the  Olnoy  infants  school.  Last  attended 
on  Juno  22nd.  She,  with  other  children  travelled  by  a  School  bus  to  Olnoy 
and  back.  It  was  found  that  other  children  had  been  ill  in  the  village 
during  the  previous  3  weeks  but  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that  they  had 
suffered  from  Polio.  This  family  had  boon  for  a  holiday  to  Poole  from  June 
2nd  to  the  9th.  It  is  possible  that  the  disease  had  been  acquired  while  on 
this  holiday. 

The  second  case  also  at  Weston  Underwood,  was  notified  to  no  on  July  5th. 

The  child  was  taken  ill  on  July  2nd,  attended  Olnoy  Junior  School,  last 
attendance  was  July  2nd  and  she  travelled  by  the  School  bus.  The  case  was 
non-paralytic.  She  had  played  with  several  children  in  the  village  a  few 
days  before  being  taken  ill. 

The  third  case  was  notified  on  July  17th.  This  child  was  taken  ill  July  7th 
but  was  not  soon  by  a  Doctor  until  13th  when  she  was  found  to  be  suffering 
fran  paralysis  and  was  sent  to  Harboro1  Road,  hospital  the  same  day.  She 
last  attended  school  on  July  6th  and  travelled  by  the  School  bus. 

The  fourth  ca.se  was  notified  on  July  23rd.  The  child  was  taken  ill  on 
July  8th  and  was  in  bed  for  a  week.  She  got  up  on  July  15th  when  it  was 
found  she  hud  difficulty  in  walking  e.nd  was  soon  by  a  Doctor  on  July  20th  and 
sent  to  the  Harboro1  Road  hospital  where  she  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
paralytic  polio.  The  child  attends  the  Olnoy  Juni'jr  school  and  last  attended 
on  July  6th. 

So  far  no  cases  had  occurred  outside  Weston,  but  as  they  attended  the  Olnoy 
Junior  school  it  was  likely  that  there  would  be  cases  in  Olnoy  and  this 
proved  to  be  so.  I  therefore  asked  the  medical  men  in  the  area  to  lot  me 
know  of  any  case  of  illness  in  children  that  occurred  in  Olney  and  district. 

This  they  very  kindly  did. 

The  fifth  case  was  at  Olney  but  was  in  a.  child  under  school  age  and  had  not 
boon  in  contact  with  any  of  the  previous  ca.sos.  The  child  was  taken  ill  on 
July  27th  and  was  sent  to  Harboro1  Road  hospital  where  paralytic  poliomyelitis 
was  diagnosed 

The  sixth  case  was  notified  to  no  on  August  3rd.  It  wa.s  that  of  a  nan  aged 
40  living  at  Emberton.  Ho  sometimes  drove  the  school  bus  from  Weston  to 
Olnesr.  He  was  taken  ill  on  July  30fch  and  sent  to  the  Harboro1  Road  hospital 
on  August  1st.  Unfortunate ly  ho  died  on  august  5th.  This  was  the  only 
fatal  case  wo  had. 

The  seventh  case  was  a  child  aged  8  living  at  Olnoy.  It  was  notified  on 
August  6th.  It  was  a  mild  base  there  being  slight  weakness  of  the  right  arm. 
The  case  was  not  sent  to  hospital.  The  child  attended  the  Olnoy  Junior 
school. 

The  eighth  case  wa.s  also  a.  mild  case  in  a  child  of  8  attending  the  Olnoy 
Junior  school,  notified  August  17th.  There  was  slight  weakness  of  the 
left  am  and  leg  for  which  orthopaedic  treatment  was  received.  The  child 
was  not  sent  to  the  isolation  hospital. 

The  ninth  and  last  case  was  in. a  youth  aged  16  living  at  Weston  Underwood. 

It  was  notified  on  August  30th.  It  was  sent  to  Harboro1  Road  hospital. 

It  was  non-paralytic.  This  case  scorned  to  have  no  connection  with  the 
previous  cases.  The  boy  worked  in  Newport  Pagnell  and  had  very  little  to 
do  with  his  neighbour's* 

There  were  several  other  children  in  Olney  that  wore  ill  but.  none  of  those  wore 
suffering  ft* am  Polio.  Of  the  nine  cases,  six  attended  the  Olnoy  Junior  school 

The  fatal  case:  at  Emberton  was  connected  with  the  school  children  in  that  he 
sometimes  drove  the  school  bus.  The  other  two  oases  had  no  connection  with 
the  school.  The  oubroak  lasted  over  a  period  of  two  months. 
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MBASLES  ' 

During  the  year  120  eases  were  notified.  In  January 
20  eases  occurred.  Those  wore  in  the  northern  prrt  of  the  area,  in 
Olney,  Emberton  and  Lave nd on.  In  February,  30  cases  occurred.. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  month  there  were  10  cases  in  Groat  Linford. 

Later  in  the  month  the  disease  spread  to  the  eastern  part  of  the  district 
including  Chicheloy,  Astwood  and  Chicholcy, 

In  March  there  wore  19  cases.  In  this  month,  cases  appeared  in 
Broughton  and  Milton  Keynes.  In  April  there  were  17  cases  and  during  the 
month  Woburn  Sands  was  affected.  In  May  there  wore  21  cases.  The  outbreak 
had  now  spread  to  Little  Brickhill  whore  there  wore  10  cases.  In  Juno 
there  were  13  cases,  Little  Brickhill  being  the  chief  parish  affected.  Gases 
also  occurred  in  North  Crawley. 

At  the  end  of  Juno  the  outbreak  suddenly  ceased  and  no  more  cases 
occurred  during  the  year. 

The  outbreak  thus  spread  from  the  northern  to.  the  southern  area  over  a  period 
of  months.  Measles  was  prevalent  throughout  the  County  during  the  period. 

An  attack  of  Measles  c  infers  immunity  to  the  disease.  Often  the 
immunity  lasts  for  an  indefinite  period,  whereas,  in  other  cases,  the  immunity 
wears  off  and  another  attack  may  occur.  Honco  two  or  oven  throe  attacks  in 
the  same  person  may  happen.  But  for  the  most  port,  immunity  lasts  a  long  tine 
and  second  attacks  do  not  occur. 


FOOD  POISONING 

Tho  outbreak  occurred  in  the  latter  part  .if  December. 

There  wore  8  cases  in  all,  5  occurred  in  ‘ho  ring  ton  but  only  two  households 
were  affected,  2  people  in  one  ease  and  three  in  another.  There  wore  two  cases 
at  Haver  sham  both  in  tho  same  family  and  one  case  at  Loughton.  The  cause  in  each 
case  was  the  consumption  of  meat  pies  which  were,  in  tho  cases  at  Shorington, 
purchased  in  Olney,  and  in  the  eases  of  Haver  sham  and  Loughton,  purchased  in 
W elver  ton. 

Those  cases  wore  port  of  an  interim  outbreak  which  affected  part  of 
Northamptonshire  and  North  Bucks.  All  the  cases  in  this  district  could  bo 
traced  to  pies  manufactured  by  a  firm  in  Northamptonshire,
